Representatives has given approval to a Bill which 
includes language of his that forces the state to protect the 
privacy of personal information of individuals and family 
members receiving health benefits through the 
Commonwealth's Group Insurance Commission. The 
action occurred in a House session held on November 13, 
2003. 

The bill includes language offered by Representa- 
tive Straus that prohibits the State from using social 
security numbers for identification purposes on members' 
health identification cards. The bill allows individuals to 
request a separate identification number on their benefit 
cards. 

"Currently, plan participants are forced to use 
their social security numbers for identification purposes," 
Representative Straus said. "By forcing the Commission to 
issue a separate identification number, members will be 
protected from the possibility of identity theft and fraudu- 
lent abuse of their personal information." 

Identity theft is the top consumer complaint in 
America. It occurs when an imposter obtains key pieces of 
information such as Social Security and driver's license 
numbers to obtain credit, merchandise and services in the 
name of the victim. The victim is left with a ruined credit 
history and the time-consuming and complicated task of 
regaining financial health. 

Recent studies have shown that the incidents of 
identity crime are on the rise, leaving devastation in its 
wake. Nationally, an estimated 7 million consumers

became victims of identity theft during 2002 — an 80 
percent increase over the previous year. It is estimated 
that this will cost roughtly $53 billion annually, and with 
incidents increasing, so will the overall costs. 

'The emotional impact and economic impacts of 
identity theft are major concerns of mine and I have 
offered numerous pieces of legislation to help address this 
growing crisis," Representative Straus said. "Hopefully, 
this is the first step of many which will help protect 
consumers from the devastation caused by identity theft." 

The Bill was passed by the House and is awaiting 
action in the Senate before being sent to the Governor for 
his consideration.

In other matters, the board voted unanimously to 
approve all the 2004 liquor license renewals for the 
licensed town businesses. They also voted to accept the 
resignation of Joann Price from the Recreation Committee 
and remarked on the progress the committee has made 
thus far. 

There were no appointments or hearings on the 
agenda for this meeting. 

The following items were discussed by the Board 
of Selectmen: 

• There has been some interest from residents in 
forming a Windpower Study Committee. Town Adminis- 
trator Michael Botelho agreed to move ahead on this and 
present a plan for the structure and organization of such a 
committee for discussion at the next regular Selectmen's 
meeting. 

• In a follow-up to the letter sent by the Select- 
men in September directing a clean up of the Mattapoisett 
Senior Center and the moving of the medical equipment 
to the Landfill Storage house, a letter was received from 
David J. Olney, Chairman of the Board of the Council on 
Aging (COA), asking that a minimum number of medical 
equipment devices be stored at the Senior Center. The 
Board of Selectmen felt that any request for medical 
equipment for emergency use could be filled on a same- 
day basis, and therefore denied the request. The basic 
problem is the lack of space available for the Senior

Legion Building on Depot Street is in need of some crucial 
structural repairs and has been deemed unsafe for habita- 
tion by the Building Inspector.

FERRETS 

I am thinking about getting a pet ferret. Will a ferret get 
along with my child and dog? 
Ferrets and dogs usually get along fine. Ferrets 
should not be left alone with small children as these 
animals seem to be attracted to fats in kid's skin and 
may bite. 

Do ferrets require special care? 

A home must be "ferret proofed" to avoid escape and 
ingestion of rubber and plastic items. Ferrets should 
eat ferret food or a premium quality dry kitten food. 

What routine veterinary care do ferrets require? 
Ferrets are very susceptible to canine distemper and 
require annual vaccinations for this disease as well as 
for rabies. Ferrets older than 3 years old frequently 
develop cancer of the adrenal glands, pancreas and 
lymphatic system.

Marion Selectmen's Meeting 

November 18, 2003

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of Select- 
men was called to order on Tuesday, November 18 at 7:00 
pm by Chairman Andrew Jeffrey. Also present were 
Selectman Benjamin Bryant, Selectman David Pierce, 
Town Administrator Julia Enroth- Whitlock, and Secretary 
Helene Craver. 

The board first unanimously approved the 
renewal of Alcoholic Beverage Control Commission 
(ABCC) liquor licenses for 2004, and then approved the 
minutes of the November 4 regular meeting. 

Under incoming correspondence, the board 
received an update from Shellfish Officer Kevin Snow 
advising that waters in the Town of Marion which had 
been closed due to the Bouchard oil spill have been 
opened as of Wednesday, November 12. All areas are now 
open with the exception of a small closure area from the 
northern tip of Planting Island to the southern tip of 
Kittansett (Butler's) Point, from the shoreline out to a 
distance of 100 yards from the shore. "With these open- 
ings in effect, greater than 95 percent of our shellfish areas 
that were open prior to the oil spill are now open again,'' 
Mr. Snow noted. 

At 7:05 pm the board commenced a hearing to 
consider the opening of town package stores on Sundays 
through the holiday season, as has been past practice. 
There being no objections, the board unanimously voted 
to approve the Sunday liquor store openings through

At 7:10 pm Emergency Medical Services (EMS) 
Director Jeffrey Habicht introduced Len Nelson who was 
present on behalf of the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health and the American Heart Association to

"You 
even beat out Boston/' Mr. Nelson said. 

The board received a letter from Joan Hartnett- 
Barry, Chairman of the Marion Cultural Council, recom- 
mending the appointment of Susan Schwager to the 
Marion Cultural Council. The board agreed to hold this 
matter for their next meeting. 

Under Action Items, the board considered two 
sewer extension requests: one for 45 River Road, the other 
for 12 North Drive (lots 17 A and 17B). The board denied 
the River Road extension in keeping with past practice of 
limiting sewer tie-ins to the current designated area in 
order to stay within the town's sewer treatment capacity.

• Marion purchasing 300,000 cubic yards of clean 
fill, estimated to cost about $3 million and would take up 
to two years to complete; 

• Marion contracting for an outside company to 
bring in urban soils with limited contaminants and a 
minimal risk to public health and safety, cost Marion 
nothing but the town would have to accept 800,000 cubic 
yards which would require monitoring, estimated to take 
about two years; or 

• Marion contracting for urban soils, limited to 
300,000 cubic yards, tipping fee of $1 million, estimated 2- 
3 years according to DEP. 

"The Town of Marion is probably best served by 
contracting directly for work and materials from urban 
soils,'' Mr. Crosby said. 'Tt will cost about $1 million with 
tipping fees for accepting the 'dirty dirt' ... with an 
estimated time to complete of two to three years." 

"Is this the track that we want to take?" Chairman 
Jeffrey asked. "I think the committee has done a good job 
of expressing why this is the recommendation they've 
made. This is very preliminary ... but now we've got to go 
out and find somebody to bring this material in. The $1 
million is just an estimate. We want to make a very 
specific recommendation as to what type of product will 
be brought in here. The only thing we feel comfortable 
with is urban soil, period. I would recommend we not 
take either fly ash or construction debris (to cap the 
landfill)."

want the safest option for (capping the landfill), it will 
cost $1 million appropriation/' Selectman Pierce said.

Rochester Selectmen's Meeting 

November 17, 2003

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, November 17 
at 6:49 pm by Chairman Naida Parker. Also present were 
Selectman Richard Nunes, Selectman Gary Laboa, Town 
Administrator James Huntoon, and Administrative 
Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. 

The board first approved the minutes of the 
November 10 meeting and the Executive Session meeting 
of that same date. 

Under the Town Administrator's report for the 
week, Mr. Huntoon asked the board their preference for 
Town Hall operations on November 27, the Friday after 
Thanksgiving. The board agreed that in keeping with past 
practice the Town Hall would be opened but operate only 
on a "skeleton crew." 

Mr. Huntoon also said he had been working with 
Fire Chief Scott Ashworth on contracting out the fire 
alarm system installation for the Town Hall which was 
recently approved by voters at a Special Town Meeting; 
and he added he has been working to organize all depart- 
ment personnel files under the purview of the Board of 
Selectmen for the Personnel Board. Mr Huntoon is

place, these files have not been centralized and organized 
as they should be. 

"The Police Chief has his own files over there ... 
but (where) are the official files?'' Mr. Huntoon asked. "In 
the worst case scenario, they have a duplicate, but the 
original files should all be (in Town Hall)." 

Chairman Parker agreed, especially with those 
departments and positions which are under the 
Selectmen's supervision. "We need to do that for the 
Board of Selectmen," Chairman Parker said. "We need to 
be responsible for what is under us ... we can't keep 
pushing that off on the Personnel Board. At least we can 
lead by example." 

"I think someone that's here, full-time, like the 
Town Administrator, should be responsible for maintain- 
ing (the personnel files)," Mr. Huntoon said. "I have a 
personnel file for everyone (working) here ... and I put 
whatever is given to me in the files, but the files should 
(better organized)." 

"We want all the personnel files (here in Town 
Hall)," Selectman Laboa agreed, adding that Mr. Huntoon 
should be responsible for ensuring the original files are 
brought to and kept in Town Hall.

would be working to collect and centralize the personnel 
files in the weeks ahead. 

Under incoming correspondence, the board 
received a letter from GenPower, LLC, regarding a 
proposal for an electric-generating facility being contem- 
plated for southeastern Massachusetts. They are looking 
for 30 to 35 acres for the facility, which would operate on a 
24 X 7 schedule. The proposed operation would likely 
employ 35 to 40 people during the week and 7 or 8 people 
at all other times. The board agreed this should be for- 
warded to the Industrial Development Commission (IDC) 
for their input. 

In related news, SEMASS submitted payment in 
lieu of taxes to the Town of Rochester in the amount of 
$265,673 for 101,987 tons of refuse collected during the 
month of October 2003. The board noted the facility had a 
good month and has managed to rebound well from a 
recent fire at the facility which did impact some of their 
operations for a brief period. 

At 7:05 pm Chairman Parker opened a public 
hearing upon a request from NStar Electric to install two 
manhole and two cable and conduit locations on New 
Bedford Road. This installation would supply residential 
utility service to a new development for Center Village in 
Rochester. 

There being no one present to offer any objec- 
tions, the board unanimously voted to grant NStar 's 
petition to install the service as requested. 

The board next received a letter from Jack Fyock

of Stuart Road asking the board to consider dissolving the 
Rochester Memorial School Building Committee since he 
feels their task is "too narrowly focused'' on renovating 
and expanding the existing school. 

"The Mission Statement, drafted by Selectman 
Nunes, limits the committee to studying only the 'immedi- 
ate (emphasis in the original) needs for expansion and 
renovation of the Rochester Memorial School,'" he wrote. 
"I urge the Board of Selectmen immediately to dissolve 
the Rochester Memorial School Building Committee and 
reconstitute a new committee with a broad mandate to 
study not only building expansion but also alternatives to 
expansion including but not limited to: class sizes/pupil- 
teacher ratios, the length of organization of the school day, 
the school calendar, the length of the school year, the 
curriculum, split sessions, portable classrooms, and 
leasing currently unused school space in the tri-town 
area." 

Mr. Fyock, who was present at the meeting, 
added: "We need to consider whether there are alterna- 
tives now to going into a very expensive proposition at a 
time when we are under very serious fiscal constraints ... 
and, as a town, we are facing escalating tax rates." 

ORR School Superintendent Dr. William Cooper 
was also present at the meeting and responded on behalf 
of the Rochester School Committee. 

"With due respect to the taxpayers ... class size is 
a real important issue in terms of the quality of educa- 
tion," Dr. Cooper said. "Class sizes now are in the area of 
20 to 25 students each. Split sessions are another way to 
use facilities more economically ... (but) from our perspec- 
tive that would not be a suitable alternative for elemen- 
tary school kids. (As far as) portable classrooms ... if the 
problem in Rochester was temporary, then portable 
classrooms might make sense. But in the feasibility study, 
it was clear there would be a population increase in

school-aged children. Leased space was an idea I took to 
the School Committee. We certainly have more space at 
the high school and junior high school than we'll need in 
the immediate future, but the School Committee is against 
such a move — they'd like the sixth grade to remain at 
RMS. Fm totally sympathetic to the taxpayers' concern for 
increasing taxes ... but to be fair to (the Building Commit- 
tee) and School Committee, they have considered these 
other options." 

"We did look at numbers to see if expansion was 
necessary," Memorial School Building Committee Chair- 
man Arnie Johnson agreed. "We have 49 new children (at 
Memorial School) this year. We did take a serious look at 
these numbers. Keep in mind, none of these options are 
free ... we're not going to get space in Marion for free (or) 
busing kids to other locations for free."

focused from the get-go on expanding the school. And, he 
added, the student population projections which are 
being offered are always "extraordinarily unreliable.'' 

"When we go on Town Meeting floor, I want 
every question to be answered," Mr. Johnson countered. 
"While we might not be responsible for putting those 
numbers together, we're responsible for the presentation. 
We're moving aggressively, yet thoroughly. My mission 
was to get 13 people to focus on a situation ... the needs of 
Memorial School." 

"Some of these interim solutions are going to 
have to be implemented anyway," Mr. Fyock offered. "If 
there is some way to put off (the expansion) for two or 
three years, that's a lifetime in politics. There may be state 
aid available by that time." 

"I agree that the Building Committee is not the 
committee to be pursuing these answers, it should be the 
School Committee," said Selectman Laboa. "But they 
work very closely together. Really, there's not a lot of new 
ideas here — this has been talked about for years. But this 
committee was formed ... to accommodate the needs of 
the school. There has been a lot of research and study 
done on the (projected) population and class sizes. This 
committee has been doing what it was charged to do. I 
certainly don't see a need to disband them. I think these 
questions need to be addressed and the options need to be 
addressed ... and presented to voters at Town Meeting." 

In closing, Mr. Fyock reiterated he just wanted to

Captain's Courageous

Master and Commander: The Far Side of the World. Star- 
ring Russell Crowe and Paul Bettany. Directed by Peter 
Weir. Running time: 138 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Despite its cumbersome title. Master and Commander: The Far 
Side of the World may be the most richly entertaining large-scale 
Holl3rwood movie of the year — at least, until the equally mar- 
quee-eating The Lord of the Rings: The Return of the King rolls in. Its 
story is simple yet compelling, its characters deftly and economi- 
cally drawn, its action sequences tough and to-the-point yet 
never overextended or needlessly gory. In short, it's what used to 
be called a cracking good yarn, which is good news for the many 
readers of Patrick O'Brian's popular 20-volume series of sea 
adventures (of which this movie adapts the first and tenth). 

It's 1805, and Napoleon's sea power is extending across the 
Pacific. Captain Jack Aubrey (Russell Crowe), who commands 
the HMS Surprise, is assigned to stop a particularly durable 
French vessel, the Acheron, from getting too close to Britain for 
comfort. We see right from the start how monumental the task is: 
the Acheron, emerging from dense fog, very nearly blows the 
Surprise out of the water. From then on, Aubrey is driven to find 
and dispatch the Acheron, not least because of its insult to his 
beloved ship. "She's not an old ship," he says, patting a splintered 
wall. "She's in her prime." Later, rallying his men, he will an- 
nounce, "This ship is England." 

The secret of Russell Crowe's success as a movie star, I think, 
is not so much his looks — few above-the-title stars are as willing 
to let themselves go flabby and /or vulnerable — as his single- 
mindedness and his unblinking confidence that his single goal is 
worth the battle. Lest the poster lead you to expect another dour, 
humorless Crowe performance on the order of his grim Oscar- 
night appearances, I should report that Crowe is allowed a bit 
more lightness as the full-blooded Aubrey, who's not above 
laughter or even telling really awful jokes (he sells the one about 
the weevils, though; I laughed). Perhaps he won his Oscar for 
Gladiator solely because he got through the material without 
looking ridiculous, but he's always been a prickly and intriguing 
presence, and he's softened here by the companionship of Aubrey's 
longtime friend, the naturalist and surgeon Stephen Maturin 




(Paul Bettany, who appeared with Crowe in A Beautiful Mind). 

Director Peter Weir, after some years of erratic choices, has 
risen to the occasion and turned Master and Commander into a 
sharp example of classical filmmaking — the sort of meat-and- 
p Ota toes directing that shows effortless mastery with no intrusive 
pizzazz (the last example of it was The Pianist, which won Roman 
Polanski an Oscar). Weir doesn't get lost inside this big Holly- 
wood machine (which is being handled by no less than three 
studios — Fox, Miramax, and Universal); he submits to the well- 
read franchise eagerly, with respect but not crippling awe, much 
like Peter Jackson with his Lord of the Rings movies. There's an 
exhilaration in the big numbers, like a deadly storm at sea or the 
final battle between the Surprise (which makes good on its name) 
and the Acheron. Weir puts to shame the grinding, tense-faced 
exertions of the Wachowski brothers in The Matrix Revolutions; 
here, the battles count for something. 

Master and Commander may feel to some viewers as if a 
talented director and cast made an excellent Star Trek movie and 
took it back to its roots {Star Trek II, for instance, could very easily 
be rewritten as a 19*^-century nautical adventure). Weir doesn't 
oversell the grit and grime of life on the ocean — we get that it's 
hard, dangerous labor. What he and Crowe do is show us why a 
crew of reasonably intelligent men, despite some pragmatic 
doubts now and then, would follow Aubrey on what certainly 
looks like a suicide mission. Without getting overly jingoistic 
about king and country (or dying for both), the movie restores 
some honor to the concept of giving one's life to the sea, the ship, 
the captain, and God, not necessarily in that order. It's an unde- 
niably square, throwback movie, but there's no major crime in 
making 'em like they used to, and doing it this elegantly.

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Get Back to Basics

One of the most controversial recordings in The Beatles' 
otherwise impeccable catalog was, sadly, their uneven 
swan song titled Let It Be. The 1970 12-track collection, 
released after the group's breakup, was both a disappoint- 
ment for many fans and a major bone of contention for Paul 
McCartney, who denounced the tinkering of iiber-pro- 
ducer (and contemporary murder suspect) Phil Spector. 
McCartney always claimed the sessions — originally titled 
Get Back — were meant to be a stripped-down effort to get 
hack to the band's bare-boned roots. It was supposed to be 
a marked departure from the vast production and studio 
tinkering of albums like Sgt. Pepper s Lonely Hearts Club 
Band and The Beatles (White Album). 

But when growing dissention in the band marred both 
the studio recording sessions and accompanying docu- 
mentary film being shot by director Michael Lindsay- 
Hogg (which remains the sole Beatles film not available on 
either DVD or VHS), the band went off and recorded Abbey 
Road which, although released prior to Let It Be, was their 
true swan song and crowning achievement. 

Frankly, I never viewed the 1970 incarnation of Let It Be 
as such an aberration, but like many Beatles fans I have 
always wondered how the band's untainted version was 
meant to sound ... well, the two surviving members of the 
Fab Four have sanctioned a remastered and resurrected 
version of that session titled Let It Be ... Naked. 

As you've probably heard. Naked is something of a 
mixed bag since we've all grown accustomed to the 1970 
version of the album over the past 33 years. On the plus 
side, two lesser tracks — Lennon's rambling bits "Dig It" 
and "Maggie Mae" — have been scrapped in favor of 
John's superior "Don't Let Me Down," which was origi- 
nally recorded but not included with the Let It Be sessions. 
But some of the more amusing bits of dialogue have also 
been removed which, in my opinion, lent the album some 
of its raw charm. Ironically, McCartney's assertion that the 
"back to basics" idea was ruined by Spector's lush orches- 
trations may also apply to the removal of these off-the-cuff 
studio banterings. 

The now 11 -track running order has also been re- 
shuffled as follows: "Get Back," "Dig A Pony," "For You 
Blue," "The Long and Winding Road," "Two of Us," "I've 
Got A Feeling," "One After 909," "Don't Let Me Down," "I 
Me Mine," "Across the Universe," and "Let It Be." All 
tracks have been digitally remastered and sound great: the 
audio quality here easily surpasses the 1987 CD release 
which also claimed to be "digitally remastered." But I was 
sorely disappointed that certain tracks have been replaced 
wholly with alternate versions and not simply "stripped" 




of Spector's spectre. The gravest offense here is the title 
track which sounds like the tamer single version without 
George Harrison's wonderfully loud and raucous guitar 
solo midway. I always preferred the album version of "Let 
It Be" for this reason, and to leave it off its namesake session 
is inconceivable to me. 

Granted, the two benchmark tracks — "The Long and 
Winding Road" and "Across the Universe" — do sound 
more natural and "live" here, if you will; but I'll bet if 
you're like me you'll still be hearing the orchestrated "ba- 
bah, ba-bah" in your head after McCartney sings the 
former's opening line ... even if they're no longer there. 
Which I guess begs the question: can Naked supplant the 
recordings which have become so ingrained in our minds 
after 30-plus years? Probably not. But like the assembled 
outtakes and alternate versions included on the three- 
volume The Beatles Anthology CDs, I think Let ItBe ... Naked 
is meant to be more of an historical artifact for curious fans 
than the definitive version of the album. 

Thankfully for those die-hard completists out there. 
Naked also boasts a bonus "Fly on the Wall" disc which 
showcases 20 minutes of in-studio musings and music — 
including the excised "Dig It" and "Maggie Mae" tracks. 
So, I guess if you're uncomfortable with being Naked, you 
can always don the old clothes again ... or simply dust off 
the original 1970 CD version and just let it be.
